BINGULAR ACTION BY ADMIBRAL ROWAN.

At one time Admiral Rowan sent the fol-
owing memoranda, bearing neither date nor
signature, to Captain Bachelder, intimating

hat an offer of that kind would be aceepted,
but withdrew it when Captain Dachelder ac-
pded to the terms: —

It is reported that Mr. Orown-
ingshield, the Osptain's clerk, has stated that
Onptain Williams made requisition for boate,
and received as an answer, both verbally and
in the Admiral's own handwriling on the
baek of the requivition, directions to wait
until he got to m cheaper port. Mr, Yates
prys that he was on a board of estimate and
survey with Le Maldeau, in the matter of
bonts, and that Oaptain Williams tfold
them to make the estimales as low
a8 pessible or the Admiral wonld not allow
it. It may be said that in the Admiral’s nb-
sence Oaptain Williams was the senior officer
in Jopan, and would have honght boats on
his own rerpongibility, but the Admiral had
refused the requisition and left orders to that
effect. In reguard to raising the Oneida, in

offers $50,000 for what miust be completed
long after he left. It was not reasonable to
reguire any one to take all the risk, bear all
the expenses, leaving the Admiral entirely
free from all responsibility.

ALSACE AND LORRAINE.

The Natlonnlity of thelr Inhabltnants—Strength
of the (ierman Element,

The Allgemeine Zeituny publishes an inte-
resting article on the “‘German-speaking
territory in France.” It says that this terri-
tory now extends over 220 square miles, with
1427 communes and 1,360,000 inhabitants—a
territory which is almost as large as that of
Baden both in size and population, and is on
the borders of Germany from Basle to Lux-
emburg. The linguistic boundary (Sprach-
granze) between the Germans and the French
begins on the Swiss frontier, at the village of
Lutzel, in the canton of lierne, and thence
proceeds to the northwest, following the
watershed between the German Rhine and
the I'rench RRhone to the Barenkopf, between
Damerkirch (Danne-marie) and Belfort, At
this place the linguistic boundary has re-
mained undisturbed; all to the east is Ger-
wan, The boundary next proceeds north-
ward along the ridge of the Vosges,

The wvalleys of the Dolder, the Thur, and
the Fecht are here German; the source of
the Moselle, on the west, is French. In the
vicinity of Colmar and Kaiserberg, at the
sources of the Weiss and the Leber, the
French language passes across the Vosges
eastward into Alsace, where there are some
communes of the canton of Schneirlach (la
Pontroye) which spesk a Romance dialeot.
In the valley of the Leber the languages are
wixed, and the linguistic frontier proceeds
from DMarkirch (Ste. Marie aux Mines)
through the walley of the Weiler, the upper

art of which is French, to the Brensch val- |

ey. Theupper part of the valley of the Vosges

is also French, and ils villages have French
and German names. The lower part is in.
disputably German. From the Breusoh val-
ley the linguistic frontier passes from Alsace
to Donen, in Lorraine.
valleys of the Vosges, which belong to the
French lingnistic territory, comprise about
44 square miles, with 30,000 inhabitants, The
whole of the remaining portion of Alsace,
bhowever, is German. It comprises 140 square
miles, 570 eommunes, and 500,000 German
inbabitants. There is not a single place here
with aFrench name, The linguistic boundary
becomes more uncertain as it enters
Lorraine, where the French lan-
gusge bas made much more progress than
in Alsace. It begins at the Breusch,
and passes to the northwest by the lakes of
Guldesfing (Etang de Gondreange) and Thus.
weihe, east of Dieuze. Several towns to the
east of this boundary, however, such as
Pfelzburg, bave become completely Galli-
cized. Thence the boundary proceeds to
Morsberg (Marimont la Haute). The south-
ern and western villages of this distriot are
French, the eastern and northern German,
The advance of the French langusge here is
shown Ly the fact that formerly German was
spoken on the banks of the Seille as far as
Marsal. The boundary extends in Lorraine
up to the borders of the department
of the Meurthe, and then enters that
of the Moselle. In the former department
there are 116 communes, with 65,500 inhabi-
tants, In the departufent of the Mosclle the
lingunistic boundary passes along the river
Nied, leaving Faulguemont and Kriechingen
on the right, and thence proceeds to the
Kanner, a small stream that flows into the
Moselle, The German portion of this de-
partment comprises about 43} square miles,
with 266 communes and 180,400 inhabitants,
About a ninth part of the originally German
portion of Lorraine has been Gallicized since
the French annexations of 1552 and 1706.
